this whole Fifth Commandment 
of God teaches us Charity. True 
enough it does, for “Charity is 
the fulfillment of the whole law 
and the Prophets.” Almighty 
God, in His wisdom, thought it 
necessary, however, to give us 
some particular Commands to, 
show us how to be charitable« 
That is why the passions of hat- 
red, envy and anger are taught 
us under this commandment. 

A moment’s thought will show 
you that you cannot love your 
neighbor and at the same time 
hate him, envy him, or be angry 
with him. You are not allowed to 
love only those who love you and 
are good to you. you must love 
all of God’s creatures. Natura!- 
ly you will have a greater love 
or those who are good to you, 
but, you may not hate any per- 
son, no matter what he has done 
to you. 

“If any man say. I love God, 
and hateth his brother, he is a} 
liar: for he that loveth not his 
brother whom he seeth, how can. 
he love God whom he seeth not?” | 
Those are very strong words of | 
Sacred Scripture. To hate one of 
God’s creatures is to hate one 
made by Almighty God, and 
made after His own image and 
likeness, sO We can easily see 
why God is displeased with the 
sin of hate. 

As a rule we hate only those 
who are hateful, yet that is not 
sufficient reason. We are obliged 
to love our enemies as well as 
our friends. The law of charity 
demands it. That beautiful vir- 
tue, however, does not require us 
to make bosom friends out of 
hateful peoples it teaches us to 
love them, notwithstanding their 
meanness and pusillanimity. God 
made everything but sin, so we 
ean and should hate, with all our 
hearts, sin, but love everything 
and every person God has made.

Considering the) 
millions of morally irresponsible 
people in the world, we are in- 
clined to conclude that there is 
really a smali proportion of mur- 
ders. That may be true, to some 
extent, but, newspapers do not 
report the worst murders that 
are committed, namely the mur- 
ders of souls; spiritual murders. 
Scandal is the spiritual mur- 


‘der of the soul. It is more detes- 
‘table, in the sight of God, than 


the murder of the body, for the 
soul is so precious before God. 
The soul is spiritually murdered 
by “sin”. Any “word”, “action” 
or “omission” which is ei | 
evil in itself or has the appear- || 
ance of evil, and which forms the 
occasion of our neighbor sinning, 
is “seandal”’: spiritual murder. 
By such words, acts, or omis- 
sions, we are deliberately or in- 
deliberately undoing the work of 
God and His Grace in the souls’ 
we scandalize. How far we are 
responsible, depends upon the 
“three kinds” of scandal, which 
we shall explain to you next 
week.
